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ENFORCEMENT PROCEEDINGS 

CEASE-AND-DESIST ORDER ENTERED AGAINST RICHARD TOBIN 

On May 22, Richard E. Tobin (Tobin) settled a previously instituted 
cease-and-desist proceeding by consenting to the entry of an Order 
Making Findings and Imposing a Cease-and-Desist Order (Order). The 
Order finds that Tobin was employed as a sales agent by Tobin 
Investment Corporation from at least September 1994 until February
1995, and during that period Tobin offered and sold unregistered
securities in the form of promissory notes secured by fractionalized 
and unfractionalized deeds of trust to develop a residential real 
estate project in Las Vegas, Nevada called "Rancho Mirage." Tobin,
who neither admitted nor denied the findings in the Order, was 
ordered to cease and desist from committing or causing violations 
and any future violations of the securities registration and broker-
dealer registration provisions of the federal securities laws. 
(Rels. 33-7542; 34-40023; File No. 3-9544) 

PROCEEDING INSTITUTED AGAINST JEFFREY STEINBERG AND JOHN GERON 

The Commission announced the institution of a cease and desist 
proceeding on May 22 against Jeffrey M. Steinberg and John Geron, 
two partners in the accounting firm of Arthur Andersen & Co. In the 
Order, the Division of Enforcement alleges that Steinberg and Geron 
advised and concurred in accounting which wrongfully allowed an 
audit client, Spectrum Information Technologies, Inc., to recognize
illusory revenues and profits which were reported in Spectrum's
Forms 10-Q. The Division alleges that, by their actions, Steinberg
and Geron each was a cause of Spectrum's violations of Section 13(a)
of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. 

A hearing will be scheduled to determine whether the allegations are 
true and, if so, whether a cease and desist order should be issued. 
See also LR-15578 and Rels. 33-7426, 33-7481, 34-38774, 34-39396 and 
AAER-930. (Rels. 34-40025; AAER-1038; File No. 3-9608) 

SALES AGENT SETTLES INJUNCTIVE ACTION 

On May 21, the Commission filed an action in the United States 
District Court for the Central District of California against Bruce 



K. Baumann (Baumann), a sales agent formerly employed by Affordable 
Prepaid Cellular, Inc. (APC). Baumann consented to the entry of a 
permanent injunction against him, without admitting or denying the 
Commission's allegations, and agreed to pay $12,000 in disgorgement, 
with all but $4,300 waived, and no civil penalties assessed, based 
on his demonstrated inability to pay. 

The Commission's complaint alleges that Baumann fraudulently offered 
and sold APC's securities by misrepresenting the use of investor 
funds, the risk of investment, and the identity of APC's control 
person whom Baumann knew was using an alias and was a recidivist 
securities violator. Baumann also acted as an unregistered broker 
or dealer in selling the securities. The Commission previously
enjoined and obtained monetary relief from APC for the fraudulent 
offer and sale of securities in its "prepaid cellular" telephone
business. 

The Commission alleged in its complaint that Baumann violated 
Section 17(a) of the Securities Act of 1933 and Sections 10(b) and 
15(a) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and Rule 10b-5 
thereunder. [SEC v. Bruce K. Baumann, SACV 98-438 AHS, EEx, C.D.
